Mr. Mcl.oose moved, That an order of 
1 he house be granted for a return of all 
correspondence, letters, and telegrams, 
between tho provincial secretary, or other 
inoniliorB of tho government, and W. 
Livingstone, in relation to the collnaioii 
ill collecting la^es lietwoen the two cid- 
lectois in the Lillooet l)islncl,oii or about 
the 8th Sept. hist. 

Mr. Allen said the ni«ver. was entirely 
mistaken. Complaints of the uon col- 
loction of la.xes up and down the F'raaor 
river had been made and to meet this .Mr. 
Livingstone had beeiiniu\ed fionil'lin 
toll to Lillooet, and ho luul not obstu-ved 
tho iiistriii'tions he had riM'eived from tlu- 
novcrnineiit in making these collections 
which, the speaker believed, wa;-. tho rea- 
son of hia dismissal. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon said tho salary nf W. 
Livingstone had b(!on iiiatorially raised in 
order to rocoinpeiise him tor his removal 
to Lillooet. The goveriunent had boon 
put to great inconvenience by the num- 
l>er uf taxes that remained uncuUectod 
owiiio to tho refusal of the collector to 
niaki' LiUooot his headquartets. Mr. 
Liviiigstoiio had boon shown every in- 
dulgence and his diauiisaiil was entirely 
his I'wn faiilL. No con espondenco or 
telegrams existed with reference to the 
said dismiaaal. The mover hsal appar- 
ently mis-used tho term "collustion." 

Hon. Mr. Davie could hardly luider- 
stand a menibor, picsuniably a friend of 
Mr. Livingstmio's, using such a term as 
cidlil.sion with re^iioct to tho luttor'a con- 
duct. There had been nothing hinted 
with regard to ftlr. Livingsluiie'a integrity 
of character. 

Mr. iMcLooso said ho wished to amend 
his resolution by moving that the word 
"collision" be Hubstitiiled for tliowird 
"collusion." (Uuars uf laughter ) 

Mr. Boavon could see nothing amusing 
about tho matter. If ho wore asvaro of 
tiie circumstances he should move an 
nmendmont to the resolution, but he did 
not know anything about it.

At liic same time ineinbers of the 
government were not surprised at the 
stand now taken by the huii. niiuiibor for 
Vale who would have coniinaiided g:'eator 
respect if ho had much earlier announced 
his hostility to tho guvcrnmoii. . The re 
sulutiuli now bnfure the house asked mem 
hora to aaylh.il the chief cuinmiBsioner 
had giviui an unfair advantage to the ap- 
plicants. Such was not thu case. The 
original reserve had not been gazetted 
jind was not known either by the public 
or the applicants. They applied lirst for 
tho land and in ignorance of the reaorvo 
and being first In lime wor'.> lirst in right. 
No other persons befi.ire or since had 
asked for any of tho land and no adverse 
claims had boon filed against thu appli- 
cants who, as it turned out were mostly 
political opponents of tho government. 
The iiiforniatioli of the cancelling of the 
reservi^ w:ib not '^ivcii in order that any 
advantage might ho secured, but it fol 
lowed in coiiae(|uoiu:e of a liinui /(/c appli- 
cation to take up the land. It was ad- 
mitted upon all sides that tho omission to 
gai^otte the cancellation waa a pure over- 
sight and that there was no room to im- 
pute bad faith. Under these circum- 



stances the rcaolutioii had no merit in it 
aud should be vut'id down. 

Mr. .-Vrinstrong made a rambling speech 
in support of the amoiidmoiit and violent- 
ly attacked the ii].iprupriatioiis for Van- 
couver Island, and said ho didn't believe 
that tho iiiatnlaud was getting us much as 
it ought to have.
